The progress which has been made 
there is worth while indeed, for it is 
according to the teachings of the 
Church. Truth, holiness, spirituality, 
unity, power, love, and service are 
some of the great interests for which 
Brother Horton and others have been 
striving, and in which they take a 
glowing delight. All of these things 
were more or less evident throughout 
the entire convention. May God bless 
and make the Church in D. C. a light 
to that wicked city.

of Yakima. Brother C. C. Rains is the 
overseer of Washington and Oregon 
and this was a two-state convention. 
Like the work in Washington, it has 
been my privilege to see the work in 
the Pacific Northwest as it has moved 
forward from its infancy only a few 
years ago, becoming a strong and 
well-organized work. It is doing a 
great work and exercising a broad in- 
fluence for our Master. 

This convention was well attended, 
while blessings of the Holy Ghost 
rested upon us from the opening to 
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the closing service. God is surely with 
the people there and as the months 
and years go by you are going to hear 
more and more good things from the 
Church of God in that section. 

From Washington we moved into 
Idaho. The convention was held in the 
Church of God in the City of Lewis- 
ton. While they were denied the priv- 
ilege of having theirs on a week-end, 
yet it was a blessed one, convening on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. This being 
the first convention and it coming in 
the middle of the week, there was a 
question in my mind as to the attend- 
ance and interest. But on arriving in 
Lewiston, all fears along this line 
vanished, and it proved to be a glori- 
ous, Holy-Ghost-inspired-and-guided 
convention from the opening service 
to the last “amen.” Wave after wave 
of glory would sweep the congregation 
as anointed singers and preachers 
brought God’s message in song and in 
sermon. Brother Ray T. Hill is over- 
seer of Idaho, and from all appear- 
ances he enjoys the favors of both the 
Lord and the good people there. The 
same good spirit prevailing through- 
out the churches, we are expecting a 
nice increase in membership. 

Leaving Idaho, we set out for Mon- 
tana. Upon arriving at Bigtimber, we 
found that the convention was already 
well under way. While the state over- 
seer, Brother Alvin Thompson, has 
suffered a serious physical handicap, 
yet the Lord has been with him, and 
the ministry and laity of the Church 
have worked with him in such a 
blessed way that it was no trouble to 
have a sweet convention. Here again 
the spiritual tide ran high, flowed 
deeply and swiftly, filled every song 
and sermon with heavenly quality, and 
even though we ran overtime in many 
of the services, yet the congregation 
seemed never to tire. 

You may have heard something 
about Southern people having the vic- 
tory, but in all my travels I have never 
seen a larger per cent of people with 
what I am convinced was real, scrip- 
tural, Holy Ghost victory. Their sup- 
port of the truth, yielding to and 
walking after the Spirit would be an 
inspiration to any honest heart. 


In their business meeting their 
ministers planned the opening of new 
works. This, we believe, they will do 
by their earnest prayers and the co- 
operation of the Lord’s people. 

Leaving Montana, we made our way 
to Minneapolis where the Minnesota- 
Wisconsin convention was held. 
Brother Lemuel Johnson is overseer 
of that territory and had made ar- 
rangements for the entertainment of 
delegates, and also had a _ well- 
arranged program for the convention. 
Brother J. L. Goins, of Iowa, had been 
with him a few days and had a good 
foundation laid. His preaching and 
teaching had gotten hold of the 
hearts of the people. Brother Glyndon 
Logsdon, of South Dakota, was with 
us through part of the convention and 
delivered a message under the inspira- 
tion of the Spirit which proved to be 
a great blessing. 

The reports revealed that progress 
was being made in both states, and 
those who know the oppositions with 
which the Church has met in that sec- 
tion, can and do appreciate the fact 
that the Lord is helping Brother John- 
son and his co-workers. By his favor 
they have been able to secure a nice 
church building in the City of Min- 
neapolis, and also a nice home for the 
state overseer. 

We left Minneapolis tor Tennessee 
and had the privilege of attending one 
day of the closing exercises of the 
Bible Training School in Sevierville. 
From reports, the school has had a 
very successful year, and it looked 
like a little Assembly from the great 
number of ministers and laymen who 
came in for the closing exercises. 

From Sevierville, Tennessee, we 
went to Baton Rouge, Louisiana, for 
the Louisiana state convention. Broth- 
er Woodrow C. Byrd is overseer there. 
Brother J. T. Roberts had an evange- 
listic party there and they were in a 
revival under a large tent. So the 
workers of the State and the evange- 
listic party turned the tent into a con- 
vention auditorium. I have attended 
many conventions in this state, but 
taking everything into consideration, 
none exceeded this one in greatness. 

The reports show that the Lord is 
working in a very gracious way in 
Louisiana. It is no trouble to discern 
that there was a one-accord spirit 
between the overseer and the minis- 
ters, and, as long as such prevails 
among the ministers, we have no fear 
as to what the attitude of the laity

“Hell-Fire” Preaching 


MONTREAT, N. C., May 30—A chap- 
lain in the regular Navy said yester- 
day that some naval officers forbade 
chaplains to tell their men they were 
in danger of hell. 


The chaplain, Frederick Volbeda of 
Washington, in the Navy seven years 
and a veteran of Pearl Harbor, said 
his own commanding officer once 
heard him preach repentance and ac- 
tual punishment and swore he would 
“have no hell-fire preaching” on his 
ship. 

“There is little real religion in the 
Navy,” Chaplain Volbeda said in a 
speech at the 84th annual general as- 
sembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
Church here. 

“There are no atheists in foxholes 
or anywhere else, but Satan is work- 
ing with tooth and claw,” the chap- 
lain said. “Before the war sailors made 
no profession of being born again ex- 
cept men from the Pentecostal Holi- 
ness Church and the Church of God,” 
declared Chaplain Volbeda, who be- 


longs to the Southern Presbyterian 
Church. 

“A sailor would not be caught with 
a Bible in hands for fear of being 


called ‘Holy Joe’ or ‘Altar Angel,’ ” eB 


said. After Pearl Harbor religiga: 
services became somewhat more iMf- 
portant. 

He said it was a “disgrace to re- 
ligion” that only twenty per cent of 
the British people and 37 per cent in 
the United States were in any church, 
and declared that the modern church 
is so full of liberalism that religion is 
“tubercular.” 


A Serious Mistake 


has been made on the part of mi 


isters going. either by force of draft 
boards or by their own volition into 
the armed service. Those whom God 
has called to the ministry should re- 
main at their post of duty. If the 
Church has meant anything to the 
people of America, then that is the 
minister’s first duty to care for the 
church. We in America also face a 
great shortage of ministers to lead the 
churches in various church groups. 
The very ideals of American citizen- 
ship came from our Christian philoso- 
phy and relationship, and if Christi- 
anity suffers loss during the war, those 
American ideals will also suffer loss, 
and will be of less potency and regard 
as unbelievers and those opposed to 
the Church increase during the ab- 
sence of our ministers in war or train- 
ing camps. It will not be sufficient to 
cry, “My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” if we take the initia- 
tive in doing those things which de- 
stroy the growth of the Church. 
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What wonderful camp meetings 
those early Presbyterians had in 
Kentucky! We read in the life of 
James B. Finley of one of them, and of 
his conversion as he was returning 
from it under awful conviction. He 
says: “In the month of August 1801, I 
learned that there was to be a great 
meeting at Cane Ridge, in my father’s 

d congregation. Feeling a great de- 

re to see the wonderful things that 
had come to my ears, and having been 
solicited by some of my old school- 
mates to go over into Kentucky for the 
purpose of revisiting the scenes of my 
childhood, I resolved to go. Obtaining 
company, I started from my woody re- 
treat in Highland County. Having 
reached the neighborhood of the 
meeting, we stopped and put up for 
the night. The family, who seemed to 
be posted in regard to the movements 
of the meeting, cheerfully answered 
all our inquiries, and gave us all the 
information we desired. The next 
morning we started for the meeting. 
On the way I said to my companion: 
‘Now if I fail, it must be by physical 
power, and not by singing and pray- 
ing’; and I prided myself on 
my manhood and courage. I had no 
fear of being overcome by any nervous 
excitement, of being frightened into 
religion. We arrived on the ground, 
and here a scene presented itself to 
my mind, not only novel and unac- 
countable, but awful beyond descrip- 
tion. A vast crowd, supposed by some 
to have amounted to twenty thousand, 
was collected. The noise was like 
the roar of Niagara. The vast sea 
of human beings seemed to be agi- 
tated as if by a storm. I counted seven 


Qs all preaching at one time; 
0 


me on stumps, others in wagons, and 
one (Rev. William Burke) was stand- 
ing on a tree which had, in falling, 
lodged against another. Some of the 
people were singing, others praying, 
some crying for mercy in the most 
piteous accents, while others were 
shouting most  vociferously. While 
witnessing these scenes, a most pe- 
culiar sensation, such as I had never 
felt before, came over me. My heart 
beat tumultuously, my knees trembled, 

y lips quivered, and I felt as though 

might fall to the ground. A strange 
supernatural power seemed to pervade 
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the entire mass of mind there col- 
lected. I became so weak and power- 
less that I found it necessary to sit 
down. Soon after, I left and went into 
the woods, and there strove to rally 
and man up my courage. I tried to 
philosophize in regard to these won- 
derful exhibitions, resolving them in- 
to mere sympathetic excitement—a 
kind of religious enthusiasm, inspired 
by song and eloquent harangues. My 
pride was wounded, for I had supposed 
that my mental strength and vigor 
could most successfully resist these in- 
fluences. 

“After some time I returned to the 
scene of excitement, the waves of 
which, if possible, had risen still high- 
er. The same awfulness of feeling 
came over me. I stepped up on a log, 
where I could have a better view of 
the surging sea of humanity. The 
scene that there presented itself to my 
sight was indescribable. At one time I 
saw at least five hundred swept down 
ina moment, as if a battery ofa 
thousand guns had been opened upon 
them, and then immediately followed 
shrieks and shouts that rent the very 
heavens. My hair rose on my head, my 
whole frame trembled, my blood ran 
cold in my veins, and I fled for the 
woods a second time, and wished that 
I had stayed at home. While I re- 
mained here my feelings became in- 
tense and insupportable. A sense of 
suffocation and blindness seemed to 
come over me, and I thought I was 
going to die. There being a tavern 
about a half mile off, I concluded to 
go and get some brandy, and see if it 
would strengthen my nerves. When I 
arrived there I was disgusted with the 
sight that met my eyes. Here I saw 
one hundred men engaged in drunken 
revelry, playing cards, trading horses, 
quarreling and fighting. After some 
time I got to the bar, and took a dram 
and left, feeling that I was as near 
hell as I wished to be, either in this 
world or the world to come. The 
brandy had no effect in allaying my 
feelings, but, if anything, made me 
worse. Night at length came on, and I 
was afraid to see any of my compan- 
ions. I cautiously avoided them, 
fearing lest they should discover that 
something was the matter with me. 
In this state I wandered about from 


place to place, in and around the en- 
campment. At times it seemed as if all 
the sins I had ever committed in my 
life were vividly brought up in array 
before my terrified imagination, and 
under their awful pressure I felt that 
I must die if I did not get relief. Then 
it was that I saw clearly through the 
thin veil of Universalism, and this re- 
fuge of lies was swept away by 
the Spirit of God. Then fell the scales 
from my sin-blinded eyes, and I rea- 
lized, in all its force and power, 
the awful truth that if I died in my 
sins I was a lost man forever. Oh, how 
I dreaded the death of the soul; for 
“There is a death whose pang 
Outlasts the fleeting breath; 
Oh, what eternal horrors hang 
Around the second death! 

“Notwithstanding all this, my heart 
was so proud and hard that I would 
not have fallen to the ground for the 
whole State of Kentucky. I felt that 
such an event would have been an 
everlasting disgrace, and put a final 
quietus on my boasted manhood and 
courage. 

“At night I went to a barn in the 
neighborhood, and, creeping under the 
hay spent a most dismal night. I re- 
solved in the morning to start for 
home, for I felt that I was a ruined 
man. Finding one of my friends who 
came over with me, I said: ‘Captain, 
let us be off; I will stay no longer.’ He 
assented, and, getting on our horses, 
we started for home. We said but lit- 
tle on the way, though many a deep, 
longdrawn sigh told the emotions of 
my heart. When we arrived at Blue 
Lick Knobs, I broke the silence which 
reigned mutally between us. Like long- 
pent-up waters, seeking for an avenue 
in the rock, the fountains of my soul 
were broken up, and I exclaimed: 
‘Captain, if you and I don’t stop our 
wickedness, the devil will get us both.’ 
Then came from streaming eyes the 
bitter tears, and I could scarcely re- 
frain from screaming aloud. This 
startled and alarmed my companion, 
and he commenced weeping too. Night 
approaching, we put up at Mayslick; 
the whole of that night was spent by 
me in weeping and promising God if 
He would spare me till morning, I 
would pray and try to mend my life

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Text: Joshua 1:8, “... For then 
thou shalt make thy way prosperous, 
and then thou shalt have good suc- 
cess.” 


INTRODUCTION: The first chap- 
ter of Joshua is a sermon to the chil- 
dren of Israel. He tells them certain 
things to do, and that if they do them, 
their way shall be prosperous and suc- 
cessful. It is the same today. There are 
certain laws and principles that must 
be observed and obeyed in the life and 
work of a pastor if he is to be success- 
ful. 

APOLOGY: I realize that in my 
eleven years of pastoral work I have 
not learned it all, neither do I say that 
I am successful, but all of us learn 
some things; so, with a prayerful 
heart that this message might be a 
blessing to you, my fellow ministers, 
I pass it on to you. 

(1) The first and most important 
is LIVE CLOSE TO GOD. 

The Scripture says, “Draw nigh to 
God and he will draw nigh to you,” 
James 4:8. If anybody in the world 
needs to live close to God, it is a pas- 
tor. Like Moses, he must go up into 
the mountain and talk to God face 
to face; then come down and give his 
flock his latest revelation. A pastor 
must be blessed of God to be able to 
bless his people, and to help them in 
their many problems. One writer said, 
“A preacher in his message must do 
three things. First, get people to SEE 
things. Second, make them FEEL 
them, and last, get them to ACT UP- 
ON that feeling.” If a pastor is to do 
his job right, that is, conveying God’s 
will and His blessings to the people, 
he must live where he can hear per- 
sonally from heaven at all times. 


(2) The next is BE WATCHFUL. 

First, watch the devil, for he is walk- 
ing about as a roaring lion seeking 
whom he may devour, 1 Peter 5:8. 
Sometimes he comes as an angel of 
light, 2 Cor. 11:14. By watching his 
characteristics you can better know 
how to overcome him. 


Second, watch your congregation, 
for grievous wolves are always around 
to scatter the flock, Acts 20:29. Many 
churches have been split, and some 
disbanded because the wolves were al- 
lowed to do their underhand work un- 
molested. By watching we can keep 
most of them on the outside. 

Last, watch ourselves, for Jesus said, 
“Watch and pray lest YOU enter into 
temptation.” There is a temptation in 
these last days to be frivolous. We 
should be serious. A frivolous, light- 
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hearted, joking pastor will produce a 
like-minded church. We are in a seri- 
ous business. There is a temptation to 
compromise. A pastor must preach all 
the truth, without fear or favor, no 
matter whether it is liked or disliked, 
Gal. 1:8; Matt. 4:4. There is the temp- 
tation to take things easy. We can not 
allow a spirit of lethargy to come up- 
on us, because we have an important 
work to do, and we must do that which 
God has assigned us to become a suc- 
cess. Paul admitted the possibility of 
being a castaway, even though he did 
preach the gospel to others, 1 Cor. 
9:27. A motto for us: WALK CIRCUM- 
SPECTLY. 

(3) Next comes STUDY, 
2: 15. 

First, study the Bible. It is the Book 
of all books. It would be better for a 
pastor to know the Bible if he had to 
let all other books alone. Although Sir 
Walter Scott, one of the greatest 
writers of all time, was surrounded by 
a library of forty thousand books, on 
his dying bed he said to his son-in- 
law, “Bring me the Book.” When asked 
what book, he replied, “There is only 
one Book.” 


Second, study other good books. 
There are plenty of books that will 
help us if we will use them. In study- 
ing other books, a good rule is to do 
like the cow: she eats the grass and 
leaves the briars. Likewise, we should 
accept the good and dismiss the bad. 

Third, study your people. The man 
who fails to study his flock will never 
be successful in pastoral work. Aill 
people are not made up alike, there- 
fore we need to study the. individual 
and learn his nature, then we will 
know better how to work with him. 

The next is HAVE NO FAVORITES. 

If you do, others will see it and be 
hurt. Many a pastor has lost out with 
his flock because he had some few 
“pet” members. God help us to be “no 
respecter of persons.” It is true we 
have some members who are weak 
and we have to visit them more to 
keep them encouraged, but let us be 
careful that we treat all of our mem- 
bers well and with respect. Because a 
man has a better job, more money or 
clothes, does not mean that we should 
“camp” at his house, because we may 
be needed at that home where they 
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do not have a good job, nor live in a 
fine house in the best section. Some 
pastors have a tendency to pay more 
attention to the best dressed, and ig- 
nore the poorly clad. God keep us from 
this evil. 

Next, DON’T BE WEAK-KNEED. 

If anything disgusts right thinking 
people, it is a “yes-man.” He will not 
get very far in God’s great work, for 
He needs and uses only men who hav 
a backbone. There are times when a 
pastor may have to stand alone, but 
if you are right and do not weaken 
from pressure, the church will appre- 
ciate you later. Some pastors have had 
to take a stand when most of the 
local officials were against them, but 
later were told by the same officials 
that they were glad the stand was 
taken. A good pastor will look a mem- 
ber in the eye and tell him, “if neces- 
sary,” just what will have to be done. 
If you cannot do just that, PLEASE 
do not try to pastor a church. 

DON’T BE “BULL-HEADED” 

A pastor who cannot be told any- 
thing will never get anywhere in God’s 
work. Bull-headedness is the off- 
spring of conceit. To attempt to ad- 
vise conceited people is like whistling 
against the wind—Hood. A pastor’s 
job is to tell others what to do, and he 
certainly ought to be able to stand a 
little advice. You will need plenty if 
you are successful. 

Above all BE HONEST. 

From honesty you are judged. Be 
honest first “spiritually.” Be honest 
with God. Be honest in your sermon. 
Do not preach things you are not sure 
of for to do so you are dishonest with 
God, yourself, and your flock. Paul 
says, “I say the truth in Christ, I lie 
not, my conscience also bearing me 
witness in the Holy Ghost,” Romans 
9:1. This is a good rule for all of us. 
Be honest financially. If you promise 
to pay a man, be as good as your word; 
pay him at the date you promised, not 
seven weeks later: Many a pastor has 
been ruined because he was not hon- 
est. Watch out, pastor, you will hurt 
yourself, the church, and the great 
heart of God. “Honesty is the best 
policy.” 
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God,” 1 Cor. 3:9. You can if you will, 
and if you do not, someone else will 
take your place shortly. We are living 
in a day when you must produce or 
you do not get anywhere. That goes 
in any line of business. So, pastor, be 
loyal. 


DON’T TATTLE AMONG YOUR 
MEMBERS 

Do not tattle among your members, 
for when you do you have confusion, 
and all your members will lose their 
respect for you. I know of one in- 
stance when a member told his pas- 
tor to take his name off the church 
book if he could not quit bringing 
tales to him about what others were 
saying about him. Do not carry tales. 
STOP THEM. Do not talk to outsiders 
about your members, unless you say 
something good about them. One pas- 
tor told a sinner that most of his 
members were hypocrites. He was told 
in the presence of the sinner that he 
ought to be ashamed, but the way he 
justified himself was by saying, “Well, 
it’s the truth.” Even if it were the 
truth, which it was not, it pays to 
keep quiet sometimes and say noth- 
ing. 

DON’T BE A BRAG 

Don’t be a brag. You will disgust 
your members and all your congrega- 
tion. If you have done anything worth- 
while, people know about it, so thank 
God for it and do not brag, f - if God 
had not helped you, you never would 
have been able to do it. An old saying 
is: “Self-brag is half scandal.” Brag- 
ging will lead to exaggeration. 
DON’T GRUMBLE OR COMPLAIN 

Some pastors grumble about their 
church not cooperating with them, 
but it has been my experience that 
when a pastor will cooperate with the 
church in love and understanding, 
it will cooperate with him. A grum- 
bling pastor has a hard time finding 
a church that will work together with 
him. The pastor who talks as if all 
members, and particularly his own 
members, were as stubborn as mules 
and as stupid as swine, is usually ad- 
vertising his own tacklessness and in- 
competency. Members are human, like 
pastors. Don’t grumble about your 
tithes or offerings. Be careful and al- 
ways have a smile, in the meantime 
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telling God about your need. He will 
work it out. If you feel bad, do not 
tell your church. Get up and preach, 
for if you complain it will ruin your 
message. Trust God entirely and you 
will not need to grumble or complain. 
DON’T SKIN YOUR MEMBERS, FEED 
THEM—Acts 20:28. 

Don’t skin your members; feed them. 
Some preachers boast about skinning 
their members, and I do not wonder 
that this type of preacher has a hard 
time getting a place to preach. When 
you beat and knock and skin your 
members, they do not feel like work- 
ing, nor are they able. Real pastors 
love their members. A good shepherd 
will lay down his life for his sheep. 
Oh! yes, I believe in preaching the 
Word straight and clean, but with love, 
and by so doing you will get your 
members to do more than you will to 
skin them. Your job is to feed them 
the Word, and if it is fed them right, 
they will grow. Now I do not recom- 
mend that you diet them, but you 
can watch and feed them the right 
food at the right time, and they will 
enjoy it. 

Some members need meat, while 
others can not take anything strong- 
er than milk, Heb. 5:12-14. We must 
stay in touch with God. He knows just 
how to help us bless them all. Feed 
your members and they will feed you. 


Next, BE A WORKER. 

No church wants a lazy preacher. 
A lazy, careless preacher produces a 
lazy, careless church. It is not meant 
here that the preacher is to stay busy 
running errands for the church, being 
the official janitor, etc. We are not to 
leave the Word of God and serve 
tables. We should put our full time in 
the ministry. If the pastor studies, 
preaches, visits and prays for the sick, 
he will have plenty to do. God help 
us to work while it is still day. 

Last, but not least, BE A SOUL WIN- 
NER. 

Work for souls both in the pulpit 
and on the outside. A man that can 
get souls through to God is always in 
demand. We talk more about quotas 
than about souls, but the lost should 
be our principal theme, then when 
souls are saved the quotas, naturally, 
come more easily. All other church 
work should be secondarily to soul 
winning. Many of us are more con- 
cerned about the amount of tithes or 
the size of the Sunday School attend- 
ance than about lost souls, but this 
should not be. “He that winneth souls 
is wise,” Proverbs 11:30. Of course, the 
other things are necessary, but pastor, 
your main job is to get souls to God 
and keep them fed afterwards. The 
best way to win souls is to preach 
Christ and Him crucified, not theories. 

IN CONCLUSION — Let me say that 
it does not always mean that a min- 
ister is successful just because he has 
a church with a tall steeple or a great 
membership. Soine men can be suc- 
cessful, apparently, because they 
have good personalities. Man may 
never recognize some of our work, pas- 
tor, but if we are faithful to our 
church and to God, our reward is 
sure to come. Man looks on the out- 
ward appearance, but God looks on 
the heart. To be able to hear Jesus 
say, “WELL DONE” is REAL SUCCESS.

“We pause to bring you a special in- 
vasion service, prayer service, con- 
ducted by Rev. Edwin M. Mortenson, 
radio pastor, heard each afternoon at 
2:15 on ‘Afternoon Inspirations’ and 
an address by Hon. Governor Olin D. 
Johnston.” 

Rev. Edwin M. Mortenson, pastor of 
the Church of God, prayed: 

“Almighty God, our Father, the God 
of all living, our refuze and help, our 
strength, we come into Thy presence 
now. Grant unto us Thy blessings to- 
day. We realize our dependence is in 
Thee. May this be a time of calmness 
and dependence on Thee who alone 
can help us at this time. Bless our 
leaders. May they know to do the right 
thing. We know Thou art God, who 
can deliver us from all trouble. 
Amen.” 

Address by Honorable Governor of 
South Carolina Olin D. Johnston: 

“In the early hours of Tuesday 
morning, I learned of the great in- 
vasion that is now taking place in 
France. When this news came to me 
I immediately repaired to my church 
to ask Almighty God to help our boys 
in this great hour of war. 

“I fully believe in the power of 
prayer and call upon the people of 
South Carolina to center. their 
thoughts and minds upon the events 
that are now taking place on the bat- 
tlefields of Europe. We here at home 
cannot measure the sacrifices and the 


hardships which our men are under- 
going at this very moment. Yet we 
can in a measure strengthen them as 
they march along in their determina- 
tion to liberate the world from bond- 
age and oppression. 

“Today we are deep in war, and how 
long this war shall last will be deter- 
mined by the attitude of the people 
who are now on the home front. 

“As our boys go over the top and 
engage the enemy, there is a feeling 
of helplessness in everyone of us. We 
all wish that we might be able to do 
something definite to aid them in 
their fight and, although we cannot 
shoulder a gun or wield a sword, this 
is a time when we can put forth our 
eiforts through united prayer for a 
victorious allied invasion. The sacri- 
fices which our men are making at 
this very moment should urge us all 
on to strengthen our tasks here at 
home. We must work together and 
pray together so that the tasks of our 
armed forces will be made successful. 

“There is a tendency among us to 
wonder whether we have done all we 
should have done in this great world 
struggle. We search our souls for re- 
assurance and the ultimate feeling is 
that, no matter what we have done in 
the past, it is for us here today to re- 
member that men are dying that we 
might live. The least that we can do 
in such an hour of conflict is to unite 
in one great petition to the Supreme 
Power of the universe that this inva- 
sion may be won as quickly as possible 


with as little loss of life as possible; 
and that before many months have 
passed, there may be a complete vic- 
tory. 

“If we do our part here at home to-

day, we will be repaid tomorrow be-~@ 


cause there can be no greater gift to 
the American people than that gift of 
bringing our boys and girls safely to 
their homes. 

“In another day past, Cicero said 
the proudest boast a man could utter 
was Civis Romanus sum (I am a Ro- 
man citizen). It is my prayer that our 
conduct here may always be such that 
we can proudly say, ‘I am an Amer- 
ican.’ 

“Some ask why we fight. My answer 
is this:

From Baton Rouge we moved on to 
Jackson, Mississippi, for the state con- 
vention, which was held in the Victory 
Room of the Heidelburg Hotel, one 
of the finest hotels in the State. 
Brother Cox and his committee made 
investigations and considered prop- 
ositions. They finally decided on 
the proposition offered them by the 
management of this hotel. The Vic- 
tory Room, when fully seated, will 
take care of twelve hundred people, 
but the convention committee only 
asked for six hundred chairs, which, 
they felt sure, would be sufficient. On 
Saturday evening and Sunday there 
were very few empty chairs. Con- 
sidering the membership of Missis- 
sippi, the attendance was above that 
of some of the larger states. 

Some people might think you could 
not have the same victory and spiri- 
tual freedom in a place of this kind 
that you could under a brush arbor 
or tent, but all your doubts would 
have vanished had you been there, 
because spirituality and freedom were 
the keynote of this convention. Well, 
there was nothing to hinder. The 
Victory Room was air-conditioned for 
our comfort and the presence of the 
Lord was there for our inspiration; we 
had the Bible as our guide and the 
personal leadership of the Holy Ghost 
as Commander-in-Chief of the Lord’s 
forces, and as the attempt was made 
to obey the Word and follow the 
Spirit, the power fell, the glory came 
down, the joy of the Lord was in our 
midst, and the Victory Room rang 
with the high praises of the elect of 
God. This was an unusual experience 
with me. I drove my car on the park- 
ing lot of this hotel on Friday after- 
noon and did not crank it again until 
Sunday afternoon at the close of the 
convention. I slept in an air-condi- 
tioned room, attended church in an 
air-conditioned hall, and ate in an 
air-conditioned cafeteria, all in the 
same building. Such convenience and 
comfort I have never enjoyed before. 

Yes, Mississippi has set a precedent 
in its convention work by raising the 
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Church of God on par with other 
movements and_ associations whose 
teaching and work are far less impor- 
tant than that of the Church. 

This concludes our convention work 
up to this time. You will notice that I 
have not said but very little about 
money, if anything. In fact, money is 
a secondary matter with me, and 
should, I think, be with the entire 
Church. We cannot measure our 
progress in terms of dollars and cents. 
Our stand for the truth and the 
standard of holiness, spirituality, 
unity, love, power, and true Christian 
service, to my mind, will go a great 
deal farther to increase the usefulness 
and influence of the Church than any- 
thing else we can do. 

I know the influence of these con- 
ventions is not only going to be felt 
and enjoyed by the Church of God 
people, but their influence is going to 
reach out and other people are go- 
ing to hear about those who can yet 
worship God in spirit and in truth, 
and by so doing enjoy the promises 
of truth made real in their hearts by 
the operation of the Spirit.

and abandon my wicked courses. 

“As soon as day broke I went to the 
woods to pray; and no sooner had my 
knees touched the ground, than I cried 
aloud for mercy and salvation, and 
fell prostrate. My cries were so loud 
that they attracted the attention of 
neighbors, many of whom gathered 
around me. Among the number was a 
German from Switzerland who had 
experienced religion. He understood 
fully my condition, had me carried to 
his house and laid on a bed. The old 
saint directed me to look right away 
to the Savior. He then kneeled at the 
bedside, and prayed for my salvation 
most fervently, in Dutch and broken 
English. He then rose and sang in the 
same manner, and continued singing 
and praying alternately till nine 
o’clock, when suddenly my load was 
gone, my guilt removed, and presently 
THE DIRECT WITNESS FROM HEAV- 
EN SHONE FULL UPON MY SOUL. 
Then there flowed such copious 
streams of love into the hitherto waste 
and desolate places of my soul, that I 
thought I should die with excess of 
joy. I cried, I laughed, I shouted, and 
so strangely did I appear to all but my 
Dutch brother, that they thought me 
deranged. After a while I returned to 
my companion, and we started on our 





journey. Oh, what a day it was to my 
soul! The Sun of righteousness had 
arisen upon me, and all nature seemed 
to rejoice in the brightness of the ris- 
ing. The trees that waved their lofty 
heads in the forest seemed to bow 
them in adoration and praise. The liv- 
ing stream of salvation flowed into my 
soul. I felt a love for all mankind, and 
reproached myself for having been 
such a fool as to live so long in sin 
and misery, when there was so much 
mercy for me.”
